4. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable oveir Wang in

view of Derocher et al(6,304,249B1 ). 

Wang is discussed above. Derocher et al is cited to show that the broad concept 
of utilizing a leaf spring(94) as a resilient portion part of an ejector mechanism in a 
mouse device is old. Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to modify the mouse system of Wang with the noted teaching of Derocher etial such
